HEADQUARTERS OF THE JAPANESE 
THIRD ARMY, BEFORE PORT ARTHUR. 
Nov. 28, via Tientsin. Dec. 9.—The general 
assault on Port Arthur. which began at noon 
Nov. 26, is still in progress. In the first 
series of assauits an attempt was made to 
capture the forts at Rihlung and Keekwan 
moutitains by penetrating the principal line 
of fortifications surrounding them, and to 
envelop the city from the east. At the 
same time a strong force pushed up the 
gorge. of Shishi valley, between two fortified } 
ridges, and attacked the supporting fort in 
the rear of West Rihlung mountain, officially 
called Sungshu mountain, with the intention 
of enveloping the city from the west. 
| The attempt failed, after the most furious | 
fighting that has been witnessed since Port 
Arthur was invested The fighting lasted 
from noon of Nov. 26 until after dawn of 
the following day without cessation. 


Deluged with Heavy Shells. 

“The assault began in the early morning 
with a tremendous bombardment of the 
fotts on the western half of the eastern 
fortified ridge by a battery which had been 
placed in position on the crest of a ridge 10 
the rear. For hours the whole western half 
of the fortified ridge was deluged with heavy 
shells. At noon the principal line of fortifi- 
cations was @ perfect hell of bursting shrap- 
nel, and the spectacle was more wonderful 
than anything previously seen. 

The front lines of infantry, having been 
strongly reinforced, began an attack simul: 
taneously along the entire line from East 
Keekwan mountain to West Rihlung moun- 
tain. 

Through the haze caused by the smoke of 
the bursting shells the assaulters could be 
seen emerging from the cover of the paral- 
lels, as well as swarming up the fortified 
ridge at half a dozen different points. 


Men Fall by Hundreds. 

Rifles, rapid fire guns, and machine guns 
blazed from the Russian position, where ad- 
vances were made in the open.

Connecticut Bacteriologist Believes That 
the Antitoxin Is 
theria 


Hartford, Conn., Dec. 9 —4 of:the 
method of treating cases of cerebro- spinal 
meningitis, commonly k as spotted 
fever, which, should it prove to be successful, 
will be a great ald to the medica! profession, 
is announced by Dr. Arthur J. Wolff, bae- 
terlologist of the Hartford board of health. 
Dr. Wolff. believes that the antitoxin of: 
spotted fever Psd found in the diphtheria 


When the 0 of spotted fever was 
at its height in this city Dr. Wolff, assisted 
by Dr. Allen H. Williams, began experi- 
ments with pure cultures obtained by punc- 
tures made in the spinal canal, and all these 


lymphs so obtained were found to contain 
the typical germ which is the cause of the 


disease. Fourteen of these cultures were 
brought to Dr. Wolff's laboratory and nearly 
every one had the same bacillus. 

The experiments conducted in Dr. Wolff's 
laboratory were on different culture media 
and tended to show that the germ has a 
preference for certain varieties of bouillon, 
and becomes attenuated and dies if the 
character of the culture media is changed. 
That the serum with which the spotted fever 
toxin may be-successfully fought is to be 
found in the human body Dr. Wolff has no 


doubt. He reached the conclusion that the 


diphtheria bacilius may be the much wanted 
antitoxin in the following manner: 

First—At the time when spotted fever was 
at ite height diphtheria died out.

Attorney Positively Declares. 
That Gallagher Was the Man Who 

“Slugged” Him Last’ June, and 
State’s Attorney Healy Says He ‘Has 
Direct Evidence That He Was Mixed | 
Up im Biedermann Killing—Rival 

Constable Theory Is Abandoned, 


Evidence directly connecting Black Jack 
Gallagher with the killing of Constable Julius 
Biedermann last week in Blue Island and 
with the essault upon Attorney Alexander 
C. Allen in June was presented to the states 
attorney's © yesterday. Allen, who has 
just returned’ to his office after 
months of rest and travel, “conferred with 
Assistant State’s Attorney Olson. He said 
ne could positively identify Gallagher as one 
of bis, assailants. 

“ There is no need of my going to the jail 
to see Gallagher.“ said Allen. I had known: 
him well by sight before I was ‘slugged’ 
that June afternoon. He came to my office 
with another man and asked for my partner; 
who was in St. Louis. I hada brief talk with. 
Gallagher in the room and then went down 
the, elevator with him and his companion, 
There is no lack of proof that! Black Jack 
was my assailant, “ 1 could not, however. 
prosecute him earlier, as my physicians for- 
bade me to give any attention to the matter 
sooner.” 


Will Seek Exoneration at Inquest. 

Robert B. Cantwell and James Brady have 
been engaged to defend Gallagher in the 
Biedermann case. They declare they will 
fight hard to prevent his being held by the 
coroner's jury. They will seek to have him 
exonerated at the inquest. 

Cantwell ridiculed the idea that Gallagher 

was in any way connected with the murder 
of the constable, although he declined to go 
into details. 
““ Gallagher was not even in the saloon at 
the time Biedermann was killed,“ he said. 
“Tf any one has sworn to that effect to the 
state's attorney he has sworn falsely. Either 
a concerted effort Is ‘being made to ‘ rail- 
road’ Gallagher to the penitentiary or some 
one has made a mistake In identity. 

“ We will have ne difficulty in showing by 
several witnesses that our client was aga 
other place when Biedermann was killed. I 
repeat that he was in Blue Island training 
a pugilist, and that was his only business 
in the suburb.” 


Healy Claims Direct Evidence. 

State’s Attorney Healy also refrained from 
going into the detalls of the case against Gal- 
laghtr. It was declared, however, that wit- 
nesses had been found to testify that the 
defendant fired the shot which killed the con- 
stable, and that a revolver was seen in his 
hands a few minutes before. Such direct 
evidence against him has not before been 
claimed, Mg. Healy said the coroner’s jury, 
undoubtedly would hold Gallagher. 

The theory that Biedermann was killed ina 
fight between rival bands of constables has 
been abandoned by the prosecution, it ap- 
pears. A more profitable line of investiga- 
tion, it is said, is now being followed regard- 
ing the owners of the slot machines. It is the 
idea of the attorneys for the state that Gal- 
lagher may have been employed by the own- 
‘ers to protect the machines against raids by 
the constables,

In order that they may be easily reached in 
case of necessity the traps are much better! 
left exposed. The Sanitas or Dececo traps 
are especially good, as they are self-scouring 
—that is, the water in a smooth course car- 
ries through it all impurities—and their seals 
are so deep that the water is not apt to 
evaporate and allow the gas to rise. Neither 
of these traps siphon out. The hole where 
the water is discharged from the tub should 
be of the same size as the waste pipe, that the 
‘water may scour the passage as it goes. The 
dest fucets are those that can be turned 
with one motion and when the water. does 
not come with such a rush as to deluge the 
person and endanger the temper. 

Either a high shelf above the reach of the 
ehildren or a little cupboard that can be 
locked is a laundry necessity. Here, care- 
fully labeled, should be kept the preparations 
for the removal of obstinate stains—dilute 
eftric acid for tron rust or mildew, oxalic acid 
for ink, fruit, and wine, and ammonia for 
flannels and dish towels. Soap should be 
bought by the quantity and spread out to 
dry, as it will go much further than when 
used fresh.

It seems that one of the tirst 
earls of Stamford was so fond of silver that 
he made a proviso in his will that a large 
sum of money should be devoted annuaily 
to the purchase of silver, and this had been 
going on for generations until in the middie 
of the last century the seventh earl secured 
a private act of parliament annulling this 
obligation. 

Fortunately most of the plate and the 
magnificent collection of paintings were 


saved, But the mansion itself, bullt early in 
King George III.'s reign in the piace of the 


Elizabethan manor that previously. cecupied 
the site, has been almost entirely destroyed, 
which is a great loss. Fer Envile haii, 
with its art treasures, its superb grounds, 
park and lakes laid out by the poet, Shen- 
stone, and its, once famous private race- 
course, was one of the show places of Eng- 


land.

Her battle with the late queen (from 
whose court she was barred) in connection 
with her refusal to exchange her box at the 
opera immediately adjoining that of the sov- 
ereign for one in some other portion of the 
house is a matter of history and served to 
keep the queen away from the opera during 
an entire season.

The last third of the closing act of “ Ca- 
mille saved the performance of the Dumas 
drama, given by Mme. Rejane at the Grand 
opera house last evening. Up till that time 
the spectator had sat mildly interested, 
byt unmoved, waiting for a moment of real 
dramatic power or a touch of convincing: 
emotionality to rouse his enthusiasm or ap- 
peal to his feelings. He had about given up 
hope when the scene of the reunion of Mar- 
guerite and Armand was reached, and then, 
just before the final curtain fell, Mme. Rejane 
artistic acting which brought the 
thrill so long expected 1nd so longingly de- 
sired, 
The joyousness the actress put into this re- 
union, the appealingly pathetic excuses she 
made for her changed appearance and her 
assurance that now she would be well and 
beautiful again for Armand’s sake, the 
nervous haste with which she prepared to 
leave with him, the petting of Nanine, the 
impetuous outburst of defiance to death, the 
prayer for forgiveness, and the dying—these 
were distinguished by so much of beauty and 
truth that they brought conviction again 
as to Mme. Rejane’s high artistic capabili- 
ties and caused forgetfulness or at least for- 
giveness of much that had been unsatisfac- 
tory In the preceding acts.

The famous French actress is not an emo- 
tional actress, to say nothing of her being 
a tragedienne—of this fact her week's stay at 
ihe Grand has convinced, She is comedienne 
both by natural gifts and by training, and 
while her command of the technic of her art 
is such that she may mildly in st in réles 
of a serious or emotional cha er, she is not 
at her beet in such, and she leaves her auditor 
unsatisfied when she attempts them. 

Her Marguerite last evening was pecullar. 
There was no point at which it could be 
called actually bad from a histrionic or dra- 
matic standpoint, and yet it was at no time 
of a worth which entitled it to a place 
beside the best impersonations of the part. 
Strange to say, the suggestion of the cour- 
tesan in Marguerite was not for a moment 
present in any of the earlier scenes, The 
first two acts were as proper as could be, and 
the one at Olympe's was a veritable church 
sociable in properness and dullness.’ Afi the 
Frenechiness which would naturally be 
expected in a performance by a French com- 
pany was conspicuous by its absence, and 
the whole atmosphere was that of cireum- 
spection and hicenéss brought to perfec- 
tion. The scenes which usually are aceom- 
panied by a display of weeping and strong 
feeling were played quietly—almost calmly— 
by Mme. Rejane.. The interview with Father 
Duval was made little of, ahd the parting 
with Armand, although finely played, was 
not demonstratively handied. The meeting 
with Armand at Olympe's passed without the 
tint of a tear, and the last act was distinetly 
artifical and disappointing up to the moment 
of the entrance of Duval. Rarely has a per- 
formance of Camille been given with such 
temperance in weeping. 

In “Zaza” this avoidance of tears wag 
roted, but was considered a fitting part of 
the portrayal, but the scarcity last evening, 
m a rOle which calls for display of emotion, 
gave rise to the bélief that the ability to 
eimulate intense grief lies without Mme. Re- 
jane’s province. 

M. Dumeny, as Armand, was acceptable 
without at any time accomplishing the no- 
table. He is a player of fine discretion. He 
knows his limitations and he attempts noth- 
ing that lies beyond them. This is to know 
much and to achieve that which merits 
hearty commendation. He gave of his best 
as Armand and in the last scene he felt the 
uplift of Mme. Rejane’s work and like her 
was there most satisfactory. M. Monti was 
an essentially bourgeois father, but he played 
the scene with Marguerite quietly and di- 


rectly. 


The .scenic settings were a vast improve- 
ment on anything seen heretofore during the 
engagement. They were far from ideal, but 
they discovered at least an attempt at some- 
thing like respectableness. The setting of 
the last act was absurd, however, in its rich- 
ness and elaborateness, just as were Mme. 
Rejane’s costumes. It certainly should not 
be difficult to make things bare and simple 
especially when there is so little to begin

The Lowell institute lectures, which ak 
tunately brought Mr. Sidney Lee to this coun- 
try last year and gave us an opportunity of 
listening to one who is probably the fore- 
most Englishman ‘of letters today, have been 
collected by the author and published in a 
revised form under the title GREAT ENG- 
LISHMEN OF THE SIXTEENTH CENT- 
URY " (Charles Scribner's Sona). Naturally 
Mr. Lee has emended the lectures from the 
form in which they’ were orally delivered, 
and he has added much which would not have 
been 80 if delivered from the 
platform. 

His idea, and it 10 carried out. 
leading achievements of the renaissance in 
England. Embodied in these lectures is 
much original research, but he has avoided 
loading his pages with recondite references. 
He interests the cultivated reader of intelli- 

r omas re, Sir Philip Sidney, Sir

leading characteristics. He traces the course 
of the great intellectual movement of the 
time, rather than detailing the biographies of 
the men identified with its progress. 

The chief new matter in the volume is an 
introductory chapter in which the author 
handles in masterly style the spirit of the 
sixteenth century.“ The work forms a 
splendid introduction to a study of wd great 


intellectual revival accompanying th renais- 
sance in England. 


‘Suita Cartwright (Mrs. Ady) has long since 
made herself an authority on matters per- 
taining to the renaissance, particularily as 
regards the Italian painters of that epoch. 
A handsome quarto volume of hers on “SAN- 
DRO BOTTICELLI” (BE. P. Dutton Co., 
New York) has just appeared, it being an 
expansion of a smaller sketch on the painter 
by her, which was printed a year ago. 

Botticelli does not now lack for biogra- 
phere, although till Ruskin sought him out 
his work was practically unknown, as Italian 
historians of art had allowed him to be over- 
shadowed by the greater giantsiof his day.

Although the reform movement has not 
been needed as much in the west, where the 
general style of game has been more open 
and varied than in the east, the opposition 
to the close formations which are used by 
cne or two of the western elevens, notably 
Minnesota, has been strong. Coach Stagg and. 
Coach McCo ck both use a varied style or 
play, with many formations, with the result 
that the Northwestern and Chicago games 
have given opportunity for cleaner and more 
spectacular playing. . This style of play is. 
more interesting to the onlooker, and be- 


“Glad to Hear It“ 
Fred Speik, former captain of the maroons, 
said: I think the suggestion would make 
an improvement in the game, and am glad 
to hear that Mr. Camp has taken the mafter 
up. If it should be made a rule, it will do 
away with the close, pushing style of play, 
and make cleverness and skill of more im- 
portance and strength and weight of less im- 
portance—both things much to be desired, in 
my opinion. It would also tend to develop 
great punters, and consequently great ends.

In big games longer gains are often made, 
but they cannot be consistently made. Un- 
less the rules should be modified so as to 
allow more men behind the line to form in- 
terference, I do not see how the game can be 
played and still be football. It seems to me 
the ball would be constantly changing hands 
on downs or else it would be in the air nearly 
all the time.“ 
Help to Light Teams. 
Charles A. Rueber, captain of Northwest- 
ern, said: We are heartily in favor of Mr. 
Camp's proposition, as it will lead to a more 
open style of play, which will give our light 
teams a more even chance than they have 
had heretofore against elevens which out- 
weigh us ten or twelve pounds to the man.
